Sabina  were  sponsors.  This  was  a  common  custom  and  the  assumption 
is  undoubtedly  correct. 

The  only  other  possible  alternative  to  the  above  assumptions 
is  that  John  Eberhard  "reyling, Peter  and  Sarah  Kreyling  were 
brothers  and  sister.  There  is , however , no  possible  way  from  present 
available  evidence  to  substantiate  this.
